Anderson et al (US 4,826,973) teach delta form of Aztreonam and method of preparation 
thereof. The instant process for producing Aztreonam differs from the prior art, which comprises 
a single step hydro lyzing reaction of t-Bu- Aztreonam with an aqueous acid under specific set of 
reaction conditions. The prior art process neither teaches nor renders obvious the steps of the 
claimed invention and there is no suggestion or motivation to modify the process of other prior 
art to obtain the instant process. Therefore the instant claims 1-13 are allowable over the prior art 
of record.
